The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage at Jackson, Missis- 
sippi is an Institution belonging to the Baptist of Missis" 
sippi; and supported wholly by voluntary contributions. 
The object of its establishment nd maintenance is, to fur- 
nish a home, nurture, and trai ing for the homeless and 
helpless children. It has been a successful operation for 
twelve years. During this time it has passed through 
trials and struggles incident to institutions of this kind, 
but through them all it has bean upheld by a liberal, loyal, 
and loving people, who have Heen cheerful and generous 
in its support. 

We'have accumulated progierty ‘‘in houses and lands’’ 
to the amount of $100,000. Weare prepared, by crowding 
o care for 200 children. We have in our home at 
present 181, with several outstanding applications. 

Since its establishment nearly 400 children hav been 


in our home for a longer or shorter time, and have received 
its benefits to a greater or less degree. 

It is the purpose of the home to train these children in 
the practical art of home making and home keeping to 
such a degree that they will make citizens, and independ 
ent bread. winners. 


Those to whom the management of ‘our home is com 
mitted are doing faithful work in the matter of training th 
children for usefulness, and are so directing their labor, 
hat the children themselves |are contributing largely to 
their own support. 

The demands upon our home are daily increasing, and
